The Mitchell fire capped the clim- 


ax of three days of hard work on 
the part of the firemen, and proved 
to be one of the most stubborn blaz- 
es that has come to the attention 
of the local department for some 
time. 


The exact damage caused by the 


blaze could not be estimated eveu 
late Saturday night, due to the sat- 
uration ol practically every article 
in the home, by not only water, but 
also smoke. It, however, will run 
very heavy, Chief Mack says.

They stand silently, these pairs. 


|Their silence is extraordinary. Hour 
after hour they exchange aot a word. 
They are too happy to talk. 
They 


are unconscious of the passers-by, 
unconscious of the fog, even o£ the 
rain. 
Their enchantment Is enviable. 


But what a civilization is this which 
allows such cruel — well, uncom- 
fortable — courtships! 
Do these 


poor, blissful youngsters really pre- 
fer to stand, wearisomely, in-door- 
ways and 
under 
dripping trees 


whose branches hang over backyard 
walls? 
Of course they don't. They 


have no spacious homes in which the 
courtship may progress 
beflttingly, 


as is the case with the rich middle 
and upper clashes.

stand or trudge. Is It conceivable 
that the well-to-do can realize how 
few public seats 
exist tn London? 


You may walk for milec and miles 
and not find one single bench on 
which to relas your fatigued limbs. 


And I could take yon to a spot 
irhsre there is one bench just large 
enough to accommodate six persons, 
and every night on that bench you 
will behold 
dumbly seated, three 


pairs of lovers. 
In the shadows all 


around you will descry other pairs 
n£ lovers, patiently standing, hold- 
ing each other's hands. If one pair 
of the lover's move from that bench 
their vacated place Is instantly taken 
by another pair. 
These young people, be it under- 


stood, are behaving exactly as lov- 
ers in a wealthier class 
behave. 


Their conduct 
'<=, as » rule, irre- 
proachable. 
To dismiss the whole 


business as mere "spooning" is both 
vulgar'and short-sighted. 
All IOY- 


ers "spoon" and 
have a right to 
"spoon." 
Bhtatlr. these "spoon- 


ings" sbauld be encouraged, not look- 
ed askance at. 
Their discomforts, 


their publicity, are the outcome of 
social conditions, for which, at the 
moment — especially in the light 
of the house shortage — it seems 
hopeless to find a speedy curs.

PROSPEROUS 


Government Bucks Any Attempt 


At* Profiteering 


LONDON—Czecho-SlovakU, which 


has just catered upon the second year 
of it* independence, has. unlike the 
other nationalities from •Austr«*Hun- 
garian bondage, made remarkable 
progress, both politically and eco- 
nomically,, cince Its liberation, u the 
following brief revJow •noire. 


The harvest has been exceptionally 


good, the yield 
of wheat per acre 


(2^ *cr«0 being 24 cwt,, as against 
17 cwt last year, and barley Si cwt, 
as against 12 cwt last yew. 
The 


same improvement has taken placa 
with lentils, potatoes, beetroot, bops, 
wine and fruit. 


As regards industries,, 75 per cent 


of the industries -which belonged to 
the former Austro-HungarUn mon- 
archy are now carried on within the 
territories of the Czecho-Slovak Re- 
public. These are now being restor- 
ed to their normal conditions, altho » 
few glass works and textile manufac- 
turers are at a standstill owing to 
lack of raw material. 
The exports of tbe Czecho-Slovalv 


Republic consist chiefly of glass, te? 
tiles and machinery, beer and ous? 
Prices which steadily rose during t. 
war are now being controlled, a; 
the government has organized an i 
ergetic campaign against profiteer!: 


The good beetroot harvest V 


placed the Czecho-Slovak Republic 
a position to export large quantit 


ot sugar. Hops and Umber will also 
be available for «xport on a large 
scale. 
The present coal output is satisfac- 


tory, and. according to Mr. Hoover's 
recent report. ajnoucU to 78 per cent 
of the production in 1913. Moreover. 
since th» armistice there baa not b«en 
a single strike among the Czecho 
miners, woo fully realise how import- 
ant their wort is to tae well-being ot 
tbe Republic. 
The only two really serious draw- 


backs to the development of active 
trade are those ot E=iiic* and trans- 
port. As a result of Austrian mis- 
management, the circulation of paper 


money Is seven time* what it was 
before the war. 
The currency In Poland. Austria 


and Serbia has depreciated to a tar 
greater extent, and 
has had a con- 


siderable effect upon that of Czecho- 
slovakia, \vhoee export trade Is chief- 
ly dJreeted -to the Near East. 


Ill matters of transport ,the rail- 


ways are rapidly improving, the state 
having furnished wore than 100,000,- 
000 kronen <$20,S30,000) for .their 
development. 
As a result, the ser- 


vices are better than those in Poland, 
Rumania or Serbia. 


Water transport on the Elbe to< 


Hamburg has bee« started, ajjd simi- 


lar communications on the Danube 
with Serbia and Rumania will be es- 
tablished as soon as affairs in Hun- 
gary are more favorable. Tho finan- 
cial situation has also been improved 
by withdrawing banknotes to 
the 


value of two mllliaras from circula- 
tion. 
Popular opinion on the subject of 


Teschen has become reconciled to the 
idea of a plebiscite, altho every polit- 
ical party insibts that the Teschen 
district la an economic necessity for 
Czecho-SiovaJda.

his eightieth birthday nnniversnry July 


8 last h« said to his ncbsbbors nt Tarry- 
town, who had called to congratulate, him: 


"I hops you will all live to be not only 


eighty years old, but ninety or a hundred. 
far I have just begun to live." 


According to the UpanMiads, which rr>n- 


fctitate the philosophical part of tbe Vedn—• 
the Bible of the Brahmas—maji's life should 
normally be 100 years. 


Up to the ninetieth year death is invari- 


ably tba result of sickness in one form or 
the other. Between ninety and one hundred 
the cessation to live la that form of death 
which is called euthanasia, from two Greek 
words meaning pleasant death. 
It Is only 


between ninety and onn hundred years, there- 
tons, that people really die of old nge. 


Mr. Rockefeller, therefore, expressed no 


extravagant hope toward his neighbors that 
they might attain not only to liis age, "but 
ninety or a hundred." And the famous Doc- 
tor Osier, who recommended the chloroforin- 
,Ingot people at sixty or so. must have had 
regard to a degenerate race, which grows 
aged at a time when, normally, life should 
really be at its prime. 


In his article on "Longevity" in the En- 


cyclopedia 
Britannica, 
Professor 
Peter 


Chalmers Mitchell, lecturer on zoology at 
Oxford tJnlveraity, says: 


"The expectation of life of those who at- 


tain the age of sixty varies with race, sex 
and occupation, but is certainly increasing, 
and an incretaine number of person? hare 
a chance of reaching and do reach ages 
between ninety and one hundred." 


Much, of course, depends upon how an 


individual is constituted, whether life at from 
eighty upward can be tolerable to him or 
»ot. With a good, cheerful disposition. It

just emerging from childhood, are filled with 
Buch -high- hopes of playing important roles 
amid'thoee beautiful scenes and events. And 
then comes the disenchantment.

nil, only through so many trials, tribulations, 
heartaches and disappointments that when, 
st last, they are attained, they are found to 
hfi scarcely worth the possessing.

"With the passing of childhood the will 


assumes the leadership in 
life. 
But. al- 


though disappointed and disillusioned in so 
many things, we still hope on fov a happi- 
ness which floats vaguely before our eyes 
like a will o*-the-wisp, and It is not until 
late in life that wa finally realize that the 
best, after nil. is not to expect to find nappi- 
' ness on earth, but to aim at warding off ua- 
happincss. 
Most persons who have, spent 


their lives seeking happiness have for the 
most part ruined themselves in health and 
financially by hoping to find that happiness 
in pleasures; whereas they who merely con 
tent themselves with endeavoring to ward 
off uahappiness have ne<»ess(iHly conserved 
both health and fortune, as these are the in- 
dispensable means toward that end. 


Such a man is Mr. Rockefeller. 
And. 


n-hcn he wishes his friends and neighbors 
as long a life as his own, the wish, no doubt, 
is coupled with the assumption that it will 
be as wisely spent a life as his. 


A MERICA is fortunate in the possession 


•£*• Of many men who. like Mr. Rockefeller, 
have passed the. Biblical "three-score-and- 
tcn" mark, and still find the sands of life 
running strong and their minds as vigorous 
as in the prime of youth, or even more so 
now than then. 
Prominent among them is 


the author, William Dean Howells, who at 
eighty-two is as active mentally as if time 
had no more impression upon him than water 
upon the back of the proverbial duck. His 
tniisclra may not ho ns pliant as they were 
half a century ago, but his mind continues 
to shine with undiminisbed luster.
